Cyrus Edwin Dallin was born in this 
city on Nov. 22. 1861. where he resided 
until 1880, when he went to Boston 
and entered the studio of Truman H. 
Bartlett. the sculptor. and began his 
art studies. ttis nineteen years of boy 
lifein Springville were not unlike those 
of the majority of the village boys of 
that period. being spent in herding: 
cows. fishing. hunting. going to the 
canyons for wood, picking the wild 
berries. rolling rocks down the steep 
mountain sides. and exploring the cav- 
erns: attending the village schools dur- 
ing the inclement season. where he was 
known as a local art- 
ist of no mean abil- 
ity. as the numerous 
sketehes on fences 
and walls would in- 
dicate. When about 
fourteen years of age 
he did some produce 
peddling at Alta City 
in Little Cottonwood 
canyon, In the spring 
of is7? he went to 
work at a mine in 
the Tintie district, in 
the dual capacity of 
cook andy sorter of 
ores.

As aman Mr. Dallin has 
ever remained one of the people. whole- 
souled and genial. and totally unspoiled 
by the plaudits of the artistic world. 

Mr. Dallin has returned to his native 
town several times in the last twenty 
years, where his heart seems centered 
though he still resides in Boston. Iis 
last work this year was to finish the 
Pioneer statue of Brigham Young. 
which was completed on the tth of
